It and the other five states 
that have abolished it all have homicide

inhabitants, compared with the 
national 
rate of 5.05. But Vermont, with a m anda­ 
tory death penalty for first degree murder, 
has one of the lowest urban crime rates in 
the country.

penalty haven’t been ahead of their time. 
Imperial Russia banned it by law in 1753. 
Soviet Russia started the counterm ovem ent 
toward wide use of the death penalty,

With no conclusive proof from history, 
statistics on research to support the case 
for capital punishment as a deterrent, the | inside the 
trend to use it less and levss. to abolish it 
by act or by default, is apt to continue in 
the United States.

Merry-Go-Round

27-year-old as­ 
sistant secretary of health, education and 
welfare, Roswell Perkins. Mrs, Oveta Culp 
Hobby, secretary for HEW, is also against 
the school bill. 
However, it looks as if the Senate wfould 
pass the bill anyway. 
Here is what has happened. 
About three weeks ago Secretary Hobby 
testified before the Senate labor and edu­ 
cation committee 
that 
she 
favored 
the 
principle of school-building 
construction, 
but wanted further conferences before it 
was undertaken. Specifically she wanted 
one conference in each of the 48 states, plus 
one big final conference 
at 
the 
White 
House. 
To tin... Sen. Lister Hill 
of 
Alabama, 
long-time champion 
of 
federal 
aid 
to 
schools, objected. 
“There have already been seven nation­ 
al conferences on this question,” he said 
in brief. “The conferences even began with 
the Hoover administration. Seven million 
dollars have already 
been 
spent 
on 
a 
school survey. Meanwhile our schools are 
more and more overcrowded. So it seems 
to me this is a time for action, not talk. 
The Eisenhower adm inistration,” said Hill, 
“made a specific pledge to help the schools, 
and this is the time to do it.” 
Sen. John Cooper of Kentucky, Repub­ 
lican. agreed, and as a result the Senate 
committee went ahead with hearings on a 
bill authorizing federal aid to school con­ 
struction. 
SAM BROWNELL MUZZLED 
Lead-off witness at the hearings was to 
have been education commissioner Browm- 
ell. He had previously 
announced 
that 
there was a national shortage of 
340,000 
classrooms. And his staff worked late at 
night preparing his 
testimony 
for 
the 
Senate committee. 
But just before he was 
scheduled 
to 
testify, Brownell phoned chairman Coop­ 
er to say he could not appear. He had re- 
ceh'ed blunt orders from Mns. Hobby that 
he could m ake no statement. 
Actually it was bright, young assistant 
secretary Roswell Perkins wrho was behind 
Mrs. Hobby’s action. He had w ritten a re­ 
port, which went to the Senate over Mrs. 
I Hobby’s signature, opposing federal 
aid 


I for school construction—even though she 
I had previously stated that there is a $5.- 
000,000,000 backlog of school construction. 
The Senate committee, however, is pro­ 
ceeding with the bill. 
Note— President Eisenhower during 
the 
1952 elections >aid of school construction: 
“The American answer is to do in 
this 
field what we have been doing for a long 
time (with highway and hospital construc­ 
tion ).” 
A-BOMBS IN ASIA?? 
The Air Force is now prepared 
for 
a 
momentous step. 
Faced 
with 
growing 
Communist aggression in the Far East, the 
Ail Force has notified the White 
House 
that it is prepared to bomb any plaee 
in 
the world, including Indo-C’hina. 
Furtherm ore, there is growing sentiment 
Vir Force for the use of atomic 
bombs iii ludo-China. 
These two capabilities are 
extrem ely 
im portant because, among 
other 
things, 
they represent a change in Air Force point 
of view. Hitherto, Gen. Nate Twining, Air 
Force chief of staff, had opposed Admiral 
Radford’s recommendation that the 
Air 
Force be used in Indo-China. And though 
still opposed, he has reported that the Air 
Force is ready to act as outlined above. 
There have also been other changes in 
tin' viewpoints of the Joint Chiefs of Staff. 
And the Army, which is dead set against 
having un expeditionary force get bogged 
down in the Far East, now backs the idea 
of bombing operations and is willing to use 
land troops to protect air and naval bases. 
Reason for this change is significant. It 
is induced by apparent Communist deter­ 
mination to push ahead in Southeast Asia 
plus the realization that in two years Rus­ 
sia could meet the challenge of American 
air power. Today she can’t. 
RUSSIA I AN CATCH I P 
Today the United States has a powerful- 
striking force of 
long-range, 
B-47 
jet 
bombers unmatched by Russia. This is in 
addition to our high-flying B-36 turbo-jet 
bombers. As a result, Russia is in no posi­ 
tion to trade atomic blows with the Unit­ 
ed States- now . But two years from now 
she will be She will 
have 
enough 
jet 
bombers and possibly an atomic stockpile 
as big as ours. 
The all-im portant question of whether 
atomic bombs should be used in the ta r 
East now test', largely in the hands of the 
State Department. 
The 
arm ed 
services 
have given their okay. 
During the' siege of Dien Bien Phu, the 
White House asked 
the 
Pentagon 
what 
could be done to break up the attack, to 
which the Navy and Air Force recommend­ 
ed dropping tactical A-bombs on the ring 
of Red guerrillas massed around the for­ 
tress. 
This not only would have saved the for­ 
tress. but would have forced the Chinese 
Communist to do one of 
two 
things: 
I, 
leave Indo-China altogether: or 2, call on 
Russia for help. 
The Air Force was willing to take the 
calculated risk that the 
Kremlin 
would 
avoid an atomic showdown with the Unit­ 
ed States at this time.

It w asn’t t,._ Russian way of 
life P a t led him to run the dangers 
of fitting across Soviet borders. 
“I did not choose liberty,” he said. 
“I chose the world travel and ad­ 
ventures." And the world outside 
Russia wras full of pleasant sur­ 
prises. 
Here aro several of his .su 
prises, in his own words:

1. The bistro. How' convenient, 
those bistros everywhere, open to 
all for a round of drinks alter 
work.

Moscow is devoid of them. It is

And 
he turns out to be the owner ot 
my small hotel, or of the restaur­ 
ant where I eat, or of tile small 
shops where I buy things. 
The Soviet propaganda 
repre­ 
sents him as a fat man with a 
cigar stuck in his mouth, wearing 
a top hat and blood-stained hands. 
I had never imagined him so easy­ 
going or good-natured. 
3. Entertainment. Pigalle, with 
its theaters, ni 
t clubs and wom­ 
en is unknown in Moscow. Even 
beauty

are 
never held in Russia.

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Eisenhower Program Has 
Rough Going In Congress

dent Eisenhower’s foreign 
trade 
program is headed for rough wea­ 
ther on Capitol Hill. A Congres­ 
sional Quarterly survey shows that 
opposition, much of it within his. 
own party, awaits the Presidenti­ 
al proposals to lower tariff bar­ 
riers, permit more trade with Iron 
Curtain countries, and amend the 
Buy American Act. 
The President has indicated hi.> 
willingness to maintain lh* 
two 
main restrictions placed in recent 
vears on Presidential authority to 
negotiate reciprocal trade agree­ 
ments — the 
so-called 
“peri.1- 
point” and “escape-clause” pro­ 
visions, 
But he wants three-way authori­ 
ty, over a three-yeai period, to 
reduce tariff rates 
By five poi 
cent a year: or by an up-to-50 pei 
cent reduction of rates on goods 
of which imports are 
currently 
negligible; or by reducing to 50 
per cent rates now in excess of 
that amount. 
Since 
the 
present 
reciprocal 
trade act is scheduled to expire 
June 12. this part of the proposed 
program will have to be acted on 
at this session of Congress. Mean­ 
while the related $3.5 billion fore­ 
ign aid program is moving towards 
its big tests amid signs that it too, 
will find the way bumpy. 
Proposals for Trade Agreements 
Act renewal go to the House Ways 
am’ 
Means 
Committee, 
whose 
Chairman, Rep. Daniel A Reed (R- 
N. Y.)f and ranking Republican 
member, Richard M. Simpson (R- 
Pa.), issued a joint dissent to the 
report of the Randall Commis­ 
sion, on which 
the 
President’s 
foreign trade message was based. 
Mr. Reed has withheld comment 
on the message; Mr. Simpson said 
only that he favored more trade, 
but not to the point of producing 
unemployment in this country. 
Senate 
Finance 
Committee 
Chairman Eugene D. Minikin (R- 
Colo.), also a member of the Ran­ 
dall Commission and who express­ 
ed reservations in a 
letter 
to 
Chairman Clarence

Randall, 
said only that the President’s pro­ 
gram is “now in the lap of Con­ 
gress.” Two other Senators who 
served on tile Commission, Bourke 
B. Hickenlooper 
(R-Iowa) 
and 
Prescott Bush (R-Conn.) 
called 
the message “moderate and for­ 
ward-looking” and “ gradual arid 
careful approach.” 
Republican 
floor 
leader 
Sen. 
William F. Knowland 
(R-Calif.) 
said he agreed with “a good deal" 
of the message, but “there might 
be some parts which

Congress would revise ” Speaker of 
tile House Joseph W. Martin, Jr. 
(R-Mass.) reserved comment, but 
noted that, the message arrived in 
the middle of a work load such as 
“no other Congress ever tackled

Of 
the entire appropriation, a third 
would go to sustaining the Indo­ 
china war. The cost of the entire 
program is down 42 per cent in 
two years, from $6,011,000,000 in 
1953 to the proposed $3,497,000,000 
for 1955. 
Since 1950. shipments of military 
goods under mutual security pro­ 
grams have been a big item in U.

More iron ore was produced in 
the 
United 
States during 
1953 
than ever before and a record was 
also set in imports of iron ore to 
this country, according to Ameri­ 
can Iron and Steel Institute today. 
The 
domestic 
production was 
133.5 million net tons, exceeding 
the previous record high total in 
1951, by about 3 million tons. The 
mports totaled 12.4 
million 
net 
tons, nearly one million tons more 
than the record set two years ago. 
These figures are based on Gov­ 
ernment reports. 
In this country, the Lake Sup­ 
erior iron ore ranges accounted for 
a little more than 80 per cent of 
total iron ore production, or 107.6 
million net tons. 
Among individ­ 
ual states the 
largest 
producers 
were Minnesota, Michigan, Ala­ 
bama, Utah and New York, in that 
order. 
A total of 18 states re­ 
ported ore output in 1953. 
Taconite, the comparatively low 
arado, hard ore which surround 
che richer deposits in 
the 
Lake 
Superior region came in for con­ 
siderable development in 1953. 
A 
major plant at Beaver Bay was 
under Construction. 
When ready j 
for operation it will produce 3.75 J 
million tons 
of concentrate 
per J 
year. 
A smaller taconite process­ 
ing plant went into production at 
Iron Mountain in June, and an­ 
other plant to be built at Aurora 
was financed with construction to 
start in 1954. 
Nearly $500,000,000 
has been invected in two Lake 
Superior taconite projects alone.
